GERMANY PINNING 


PEACE HOPES UPON 


SPEECHJY HITLER 


DER FUEHRER TO ADDRESS 
REICHJf AG F-$I04Y; LEFT 
FOR WARSAW THURSDAY 


BERLIN, Oct. 5.—(/P)—Germans 
pinned their peace hopes today on 
the possibility that Adolf Hitler's 
reichstag speech tomorrow would 
outline a basis on which hostilities 
might be ended. 
The fuehrer was scheduled to 


speak at noon (5 a. m., GST) to 
the members of his legislature. 
But what Hitler Intended to say 


remained a profound official secret 
and in official circles it Was em- 
phasized that speculation on his 
speech was "hazardous and a dis- 
service to everyone." 


Hitler 
left 
for 
Warsaw this 


morning to review a triumphal 
parade by nazi troops, according 
to informed sources. 


His standard continued to fly 


from the chancellery — usually a 
sign of his presence in Berlin— 
but these sources said that merely 
meant he planned to be back be- 
fore the day was over. 


Tomorrow the fuehrer Is sched- 


uled to speak for one and three- 
fourths hours.

LONDON, Oct. 5.-(/P)—T h e 


British Press Association said to- 
day a German submarine which 
landed 82 men from the torpedoed 
Greek steamer Dianiantls on the 
Irish coast acted too quickly for 
guards of neutral Ireland to at- 
tempt internment of the U-boat. 


The ship's crew was set ashore 
last evening near Dingle, County 
Kerry. 


First reports from Dublin said 
the submarine exchanged greet- 
ings with persons ashore while 
the Diamantis'^ survivors were fer- 
ried to land in a collapsible boat. 
The Dlamantis, 
4,900 tons, was 


sunk off Land's End Tuesday. 


"Civlo guards 
patrolling' 
the 
coast saw the submarine on the 
surface and rushed to the spot," 
said the press asociatlon' account, 
"but they were too late to detain 
the German U-boat. While they 
were still some distance away the 
submarine moved away from the 
coast and started to submerge." 
Six of the survivors were taken 
to Dingle hospital for treatment 
of injuries received In the 
tor- 


pedoing. The others said they had 
been aboard the U-boat 36 hours 
and were treated courteously while 
it cruised off the Irish coast seek- 
in a spot to put them ashore.

Torpedoes have been Improved 


since the World War, but so have 
depth charges — main 
offensive 
weapon against submarines. 


The modern "heater" torpedo, 
driven by superheated steam, and 
equally exploited by Great Britain 
and Germany, does not leave thn 
objectionable and telltale bubble 
track that was a fault of tho 
compressed-air type. By watching 
the bubbles, clever helmsmen were 
able to dodge after the old-style 
torpedoes were fired. 


Depth bombs, shaped somewhat 


like steel oil drums, are either 
dropped from skids at the stern 
of an attacking destroyer or lob- 
bed out about 40 yards from tho 
side of the ship by howitzers. 


Exploding underwater, a nearby 
depth charge may crush or spring 
tho hull plates of a submarine

BUT FAIL TO HALT TRUTHFUL 


TELLING OF SPOT WAR NEWS

Europe's censors hinder but fail 
to halt the essentially 
truthful 


tolling of the war news. 


Censors delay dispatches, deplete 
phrases and suppress some 
dis- 


patches but much of tho Important 
news originates where there is no 
real censorship; 
The 
American 


reporter usually gets his story and 
sends it. 


Friday, September 1, when Adolf 


Hitler went Into Poland, the Brit- 
ish censor marched into cable, 
wireless, telegraph and telephone 
offices. 


He created such confusion that 
Prime 
Minister 
Chamberlain 


changed the mechanism last Mon- 
day. He replaced one set of cen- 
sors with two and the British 
newspapers voiced their unhappi- 
ness at the change, 


London is the only important 


capital where United States re- 
porters submit all their copy to 
official censors who suppress or 
deplete what they do not approve. 


Germany alone of the belliger- 


ents gives the United States re- 
porters practically normal peace- 
time facilities. 


In Paris, Rome and Moscow, the 


American reporter telephones his 
uncensored news abroad but writ- 
ten dispatches theoretically pass 
through a censorship which seems 
to do little more than delay them 
while they are being read. 


Budapest, central point for trans- 
mitting newa from Hungary, Ru- 
mania, Yugoslavia and Bulgaria, 
Is without censorship except for 
the Hungarian press.

the carrying capacity of the water 
channel and the effective height 
of the terrace embankment can 
be maintained as constructed with 
normal farming operations. 


A surprisingly large percentage 


of the terraces In this area that 
have been in use for 6 years or 
less are no longer effective, be- 
cause the continued practice of 
one crop farming and tillage up 
and down the sloncs have reduced 
the water carrying capacity of the 
terrace channel

overtopping has occurred. Terrac- 
ing has aggrevated 
rather than 


alleviated erosion.

HERBERT HOOVER 
BELIEVES DEFEAT OF 


ALLIESJMPOSSIBtE 


FORMER PRESIDENT THINKS' 
STALEMATE WORST THAT 


CAN HAPPEN TO THEM 


NEW YORK, Oct. 
3.—(JPf—Her- 
bert Hoover expressed the belief, 
in an interview with Roy W. 
Howard, publisher, today, that the 
defeat 
of Great Britain 
and 


France is Impossible. 
"If one surveys the whole front 


—sea, land, air and economic re- 
sources—I am convinced the al- 
lies can defend their empires," 
the former president said. 
"The 


end may be victory for them. At 
worst it might be stalemate. 
I 


do not see any possibility that It 
can be defeat." 
The interview, published in the 


New York World Telegram, of 
which 
Howard 
is 
editor, was 


based on an expression by the 
editor himself that "a dangerous 
emotionalism is diluting American 
reasoning; that the idea Is spread- 
ing rapidly In certain sections of 
this country that France 
and 
England are facing defeat and 
that In order to avoid catastro- 
phe to civilization and to save 
ourselves the United States must 
sooner or later enter the Euro- 
pean war." 
The former president, who saw 


the World war at close hand as 
head of the Belgian commission, 
American 
food 
administrator, 


member of the war council and of 
the war trade board, responded; 


"It is true there Is the utmost 
danger in war times of emotions 
overwhelming common sense. The 
most regrettable thing that could 
happen to us would be the build- 
ing up of a war party In the Unit- 
ed States. 
But the premise of 
the Ideas you mention is wrong," 
To Control Seas. 
"The war Is only a month old. 
But the major factors are already 
emerging. 
The British 
and 


French can, and will, control the 
seven seas despite submarines and 
aeroplanes, and can sit there un- 
til their enemies are exhausted. 
"By their sea power the allies 


can protect England and all the 
outlying possessions of both em- 
plros from Invasion. Their «man 
power can defend France unlesa 
they blunder into taking wild ad- 
ventures 
in 
military 
offensives 


and exhaust their man power. 
"Aerial warfare 
may be de- 


structive, hut that works both 
ways and, so far as all exper- 
ience goes, is not conclusive of 
any war. 
"German 
shipping Is already 


driven off the seven seas In 30 
days. Italy would have the same 
fate If she Joined in, which it 
the present time appears also im- 
probable. 
"The submarine may be trouble- 
some, but there has been great 
progress in methods of detecting 
submarines since the last war, 
and this type of warfare is less 
dangerous than formerly. 
"On the military front the sola 


point of attack is on Continental 
France. 
France Is protected by 
very much more powerful fortifi- 
cations and armies than In 1914. 


Man Power Compared. 
"Germany has a population of

80,000,000

which to draw man power. The 
allied - empires have about 115,- 
00(1,000 white population and 30,- 
000,000 more 
of fighting races 


which they can draw. from to 
protect France. 
"An.1 their possessions contain 


another 450,000,000 people that can 
aid In food, raw material and mu- 
.nltlons production. The allies can 
put more men on the front nnd 
support them better than the Ger- 
mans. 
"In view of events Russia and 


lied peonies are convinced they 
am fighting on moral foundations 
and for national existence. Their 
people will be comfortably fed. 
They will have staying power. The 
Germans 
realize their 
extreme 
danger from a long war. Thev 
may try a quick, overwhelming at- 
tack. It mnv mean bad days for 
the allies. But there is little rea, 
son to believe It can succeed. And 
then the slow struggle of sea power 
will'have Its effect.

men who last year let $3,447,310 
slip through their fingers by not 
earning 
their 
maximum 
soil- 


building and range-building allow- 
ances are not going to make the 
some mistake twice. 


With only three months to go 


before the deadline for earning 
1939 
allowances under the Agri- 
cultural 
Conservation 
Program, 


a maximum of $12,694,000 Is avail- 
able as payment for soil-building 
and range-building work In the 
state, E. 
N. 
Holmgreen, state 
AAA administrator, has announc- 
ed. 


Farmers in the state last year 
let the 
ranchmen 
run 
rings 
around them when It came to 
taking advantage of the assist- 
ance offered by the government 
In soil building work. 


In 1938 the maximum soil-build- 


ing allowance for all farms in the 
state was $6,617,708, but the farm- 
ers earned only $3,675,271, or 65 
percent. JThe maximum for 1939 
Is $6,205,000 and a much larger 
percentage is expected to be earn- 
ed. 


For range-building In 1938 th« 
maximum which could be earned 
In the state was 
$6,155,748, of 
which $13,650,873 was earned, the 
ranchmen thus 
collecting 
more 
than 91 per cent of the maximum 
allowance. 
During 
the current 


year a maximum of $6489,000 is 
available 
with earnings 
expect- 
ed to pass 95 per cent of that 
amount. 


Soil-building 
allowances 
for 
farms are figured on the differ- 
ence between the total cultivated 
acreage and the acreage devoted 
to 
cotton, 
wheat 
and 
general 


crops with each acre worth 50 
cents In the allowance. In ad- 
dition, 2 cents per acre of non- 
crop open pasture land is allow- 
ed and $1 is added for every an- 
imal unit the pasture Is normal- 
ly capable of grazing. 


Range-building allowances 
are 


figured at 2 cents for each acre 
of range land plus $1 for each 
animal unit of grazing capacity. 
These allowances can be earn- 


ed, by the operators

approved soil-building and range-

Agricultural Show erased 
the previous records estab- 
lished last year and set tho 
pace for the new exposition which 
opened its doors immediately after 
the march for a five day run. 


Citizens of Navarro and sur- 
rounding 
counties 
co-operated 


magnificently with local resident 
and fair officials in staging a 
wonderful exhibition of color and 
spirit in which seven-year-olds vied 
with seventy-year-olds and older 
to make the procession an out- 
standing success. 
Early Tuesday morning fair of- 


ficial* made a thorough survey of 
the exhibits 
and 
entertainment 


features provided for the second 
annual show in the 
permanent 


plant and pronounced everything 
ready. Exhibit buildings and tents 
were filled to capacity, dozens of 
rodeo performers were on 
hand 


and ready for action, and every- 
thing was set on the midway, all 
combining to break the records set 
last season. 


Judging started Tuesday in the 
women's and girls' textile and 
canning sections, in the art de- 
partment and in the general agri- 
culture entries.

Crowds Arrived Early. 


Streams of cars and other ve- 


hicles loaded with people began to 
arrive in Corsicana shortly after 
sunrise Tuesday morning and long 
before 0 o'clock parking 
space 


within a reasonable distance of 
the business section was not to be 
found and many had to park their 
cars out as far as Fourteenth and 
Fifteenth streets and then walk 
to places of vantage along the pa- 
rade route.

A bill passed at the recent 
general session of the legis- 
lature 
and 
remitting to 


counties one-half of state 
ad valorem taxes for five 
years today was held un- 
constitutional by the attor- 
ney general's department. 


In a conference opinion request- 
ed by the county attorney of El 
Paso county, Attorney General 
Gerald Mann ruled the bill violat- 
ed 
the 
constitutional 
provision 
that no money shall be drawn 
from the state treasury except by 
specific appropriations. 


"It will be our advice to the 
state comptroller to require tho 
delivery of such funds to the state 
as heretofore," the opinion said. 


The opinion declared: 
The bill is not sustainable as a 
calamity grant nor as a seawall 
grant. 


Such money may not be taken 


from the state general fund and 
transferred to general funds of 
counties for ocunty uses. 
Other use of the money would 
require legislative 
appropriation. 


An approplration bill must set 


forth the purpose for the appro- 
priation. 


Provisions of purpose In the act 
did not meet requirements of the 
constitution. 


It has been estimated the bill 
would remit about $4,500,000 
to, 
the counties. 


An opinion by tha attorney gen- 
eral is not binding but Comp- 
troller George H. Sheppard said 
he would follow this one unless 
there la a court contest. The final 
voice In tests of laws usually Is 
the supreme court.

The law affects taxes beginning^

in 1940. 
Ad valorem taxes aro 
assessed in January and collect- 
ion starts in October. 


Tax Payers Not Relieved. 
"We would first point briefly 


the nature of this enactment/' ' v 
the opinion said. "It would grant 
to the respective counties—except 
those whose taxes are already un- 
der grant to various state proj- 
ects—one-half of the state ad va- 
lorem txes for a period of five 
years. 


"It does not propose to relieve 
the taxpayer of any taxes what- 
so ever. 
The act expressly pro- 


vides that such taxes shall con- 
tinue to be collected as hereto- 
fore. 
Only the manner arid pur- 


pose of the expenditure would be 
changed."

What can 
you do when you get 
hungry 


enough to cat a plank with salt 
and pepper on it? I began a diet 
on my own ideas and after about 
ten days got so hungry, I gave in.

Well, In the first place, to get

the body, that one feels depressed, 
hungry, and quite sure that the 
whole world la conspiring against 
one. 
Such routines are unwise; 
and for this reason, It Is far better 


I not to 'begin a diet on your own 
I Ideas.' 
To 
be 
effective—and 
to 
make you feel bettor, 
actually, 


while you are also losing weight— 
a diet must be carefully balanced 
so that all the food factors are 
considered. When this Is not done, 
the face looks drawn and 
the 


energy Is lowered. This is 
all 


wrong—so please don't try to plan 
your own reducing routines if you 
really need to lose a considerable 
amount of weight. 


While you are reducing, and 


your food Intake does not In- 
clude all the things that you liked 
so much—but which contributed 
to your overweight—Just keep in 
mind that It Is only for a short 
period. Twelve days Is not very 
long—but If you still have not lost 
all you need to, repeat the pro- 
gram for another 12 days.

A Free Man In the De«ert 


This man John was a second cou- 


sin of Jesus, and himself a child 
of promise. From childhood, his 
was a dedicated life: a special pro- 
vidence seems to guide the lives 
that are solemnly devoted In In- 
fancy by devout parents to the 
service of God. As a Levlte, the 
son of a priest, John was naturally 
expected to enter the conventional 
priesthood. Instead, he went to 
the wilderness, a Nazirlte. (John 
was a Nazirlte; Jesus was a Naza- 
rcne: does the reader know the 
difference?) 
Doubtless many modern 
chil- 


dren, over-coddled, grow up "soft." 
John incurred no 
such 
danger. 


King Feisal, Lawrence's 
friend, 


told me that he had been a frail 
child, so his parents sent him off 
to the desert, to grow up with the 
nearly naked 
Bedouin 
children. 


Hard circumstances make hardy 
spirits and bodies. 
That is one price of freedom. 


The man who has learned to llvo 
simply, and to do without the trap- 
pings of'a luxurious age, can ba 
independent. It is 
because 
we 


"must have" so many conveni- 
ences, luxuries, and conventional 
superfluities that we are enslaved 
to things as they are. Dr. Edward 
Everett Hale once told me of a 
rich man at whose house he had 
dinner, who was talking always in 
terms of money. "I just 
must 


have at least $15,000 a year to 
live." "It Isn't worth It," was Dr. 
Hale's tart reply. 
John the Baptist was free of all 


such trammels. He need have no 
fear of high or low. Sternly as he 
talked to soldiers and 
peasants, 


with even greater freedom of utter- 
ance he addressed the aristocratic 
Pharisees and Sadducces. He' was 
utterly emancipated from the fear 
of fashionable folk or of 
large 


contributors. He could speak the 
highest truth he knew. 
Free to Bo Fearless 


As Dr. Truett eloquently stressed 


at last summer's World Confer- 
ence of Baptists In Atlanta, liberty, 
in all its classifications, is

day's supreme need. To preserve,

McKenzie, central figure of a 


maze of litigation, had never been, 
executed because he was adjudged 
insane. 
The hoard's recommendation wm< 


dated Aug. 22 and the governor 
commuted the sentence Sept. 26. 


McKenzies' conviction was af- 


firmed by the court of criminal 
appeals on Nov. 28, 1838. It was 
stayed by executive proclamation.! 
on June 18, 1B29 and July 2, 1929, 
due to insanity proceedings. 


Previously he had been convict- 


ed of a murder charge in El 
Paso and given a life sentence. 
He was received at the peniten- 
tiary from El Paso on Nov. 19, 
132 J and
